Officer retires after 21-year career 

One rood ends, another begins for retiring Officer "Berf

What a difference two decades 
makes. ' 

When Antioch Police Officer Bert 
Metz started on the force in 1978, the 
department consisted of seven 
officers using old driver's education 
cars as squads with' the only radios 
being permanently installed within 
the squads. 

"Most of the time, you worked 
with one other guy," recalled Metz. 
"Then there was a power shift, who 
came on and worked half of one shift 
and half of another. That was gener- 
■ ally irithe evenings." 

•JMostof the county was on one 
radio channel, so it was difficult to 
even get on the air," Metz said. 



The force today has over 20 
officers in regulation squad cars with 
radios which stay with the officers. In 
addition, the squads have lap top 
computers and the Antioch depart- 
ment is part of the 911 system. 

The police station itself began 
with just the front area of the existing 
station/Then it was expanded twice 
over the past 20 years, until its 
current location of about half of the ' 
village hall. With the construction of 
the new public safety building, it will 
greatly change the surroundings. 

"This one is kind of a series of 
hallways," Metz said. "It'll be nice to 
see the jiew police station when it's 
finished;" 

For Metz, he always wanted to be 

a police officer. Due to concerns of 
his wife, Judy, he worked as a 



millwright in machine repair at 
Quaker Industries inAntioch. 

At age 37, Metz convinced his 
wife to let him gjve police work a try. 
For Metz, it was a coming home of 
sorts to help out in the community he 
grew up in/Although raised in nearby 
Lake Villa, Metz graduated from 
Antioch Grade School and Antioch 
High School. 

"Judy kind of has mixed feelings 
about my retirement" Metz said, 
adding she did have several piles of 
sorted dirty laundry for him to do 
after they returned from a trip up 
north. "She's still going to work 
another two years at Underwriters in 
Northbrook. She' has to commute 
everyday, which is no joy on the

ACHS continues look to ftiture

The Antioch Community High 
School (ACHS) Board of Education 
is taking steps to improving its bond 
rating in anticipation of needing to 
build a new school within the next 
five years. 

the board agreed to change its 
policy regarding the setting aside of 
developer impact fees for building 
arid expansion projects, to include 
the flexibility of being able to use the 
funds for maintenance work as well. 

"We met with a bond consultant, 
and they noted If we have the funds 
designated; without the flexibility, it 
may affect our bond rating," said Dr. 
Dennis Hockney, district superin- - 
tendenL "This gives us some flexibil- 
ity, it will allow the board to handle 
things on an individual case by case 
basis." 

Hockney explained it was the in- 
tent to be able to use funds In the 
past. With the funds continuing to be 
earmarked for building and expan- 
sion, basically bricks and mortar, this 
will allow the board the ability to di- 
vert funds toward maintenance pro- 
jects as deemed necessary. 

In a related expansion move, the 
board authorized the attorney to 
take the steps to condemn 65 acres 
located at the northeast corner 'of 
Grass Lake and Deep Lake Roads, to 
the north of the Pofey Fields Athletic 
Complex. "The site is being planned 
for the eventual construction of a 
new school. 

The school board is legally al- 
lowedly "eminent domain," to take 
over the property. Hockney ex- 



plained the district and land owners 
have been in negotiations for some 
time, but have been unable to agree 
on a price. By this legal move, the 
price will be determined by a judge 
during a "trial," with both sides able 
to present expert witnesses attesting 
.to the market value of the property. 

Hockney anticipates the process 
will be completed by the end of the 
year. 

Regarding the remodeling pro- 
ject underway at the Main Street 



school, Hockney reports progress Is 
moving along. It is anticipated por- 
tions needing to be completed In 
time for school opening in late Au- 
gust will be done, 

"We've turned the corner from 
demolition and destruction to re- 
construction," stated Hockney. 
"We're optimistic everything will be 
on schedule." 

Teachers are scheduled to report 
on August 23 with the first day for 
students on August 25. .

toll way. She doesn't begrudge me, but . 
I think she kind of envies me." 

"One thing she says Is she's look- 
ing forward to not having to make ex- 
cuses why I'm not at various family 
functions anymore," Metz admitted. 
"It's been a pleasure working with 
Bill the past 21 years," said Chief 
Charlie Watkins, noting he was a 
sergeant and was in on Metz initial 
hiring interview. "Anyone who has 
served 21 years in the police business 
is to'be commended." 

"Bill has done his duty for the 
community," Watkins continued. 
"When looking back, there are certain 
memories which come forward and it 
makes you kind of wish it wasn't 
over." 

"Twenty-one years, for anyone 
who can do it, is to be commended at 
the highest level," Watkins said, not- 
ing Metz is one of just four officers 
who have ever retired from the Anti- 
och department during Watkins 23 
• years with the force. "Not a lot of peo- 
ple who start out in this business are 
able to go through to retirement" 

Metz also served two terms on the 
Illinois State Council. Through Metz 
leadership and efforts, the local chap- 
ter has been sited as number one in 
the stale for four of the past five years. 
"We have a big kids outing in the 
fall, which is the largest in the state," 
Metz said, noting 225 children at- 
tended last year. "We not only enjoy 
the sport of hunting, but were the 
number one conservation organiza- 
tion in the country." 

In looking back at changes, Metz 
notes the village of Antioch has grown 
from about 1,200 people in the 70's, to 
over 6,000 in the recent census. Anti- 
och patrols has also expanded, with 
additional housing and industrial ar- 
eas coming to the community,' along 
with an expanded business district. 

"I remember when we used to 
take the business owners home, or 
we'd stop at the bank so they could 
make their deposit, then take them 
home," Metz recalled, drawing smiles 
and a confirming head shake from 
Watkins. 

"The change in the drinking age 
(Wisconsin upplng to 21) was nice to 
see," Metz said of one of the most sig- 
nificant differences he witnessed. 
"This area caught the brunt of people 
going across the border. Wednesday, 
Friday and Saturday nights were real- 



ly bad." 

"Domestic violence calls are 
tough," Metz said, seeing the great 
improvement in the laws helping 
considerably. "Most of the time, it's a 
no-win situation, both sides are 
wrong in some respect. You go in 
there as a peace keeper, and neither 
one is happy you're there." 

Recalling some of the more un- 
usual calls which Metz has been in- 
volved In, catching a bat flying 
around a house with his gloved 
hand was one that brought a chuck- 
le. "I've had several raccoons in 
houses," he added. 

The small group of stores located 
at Routes 59 and 173 was the location 
of a burglary attempt. "When I pulled 
up, I saw the suspect moving up on 
the roof," Metz said, noting Watkins 
was still on patrol at the time and was 
in on the call. "I climbed up on the 
roof and looked all over, we couldn't 
find him. We knew he hadn't jumped 
off the other side." 

"Then I saw a hole in the air con- 
ditioning unit," Metz explained. "One 
of the officers inside saw a metal rod 
move from the air conditioner, and 
we knew he was in there. It took a 
couple of hours to get him out, and 
when he did he was completely cov- 
ered with black dirt." ■ 

Getting into police work is a lot 
different in the 90's then back when 
Metz was hired. "Nowadays, school-/ 
ing is very important," he explained,' 
citing the College of Lake County as- 
sociates degree in law enforcement as 
a prime example. "It's almost 100 per- 
cent testing. Before there was some 
testing involved, but it used to be like 
applying for any job anywhere else." 

The pay for a starting officer has • 
increased greatly. In 1978, Metz start- 
ed at $12,800. A new officer today 
starts at $32,000433,000. 

Women becoming a part of the 
force is another move Metz has seen. 
Antioch has two female officers, one 
part-time and one full-time, although 
she is on maternity leave. 

A milestone achieved by Metz 
during his term of service was being 
a FBI certified firearms Instructor. . 
After serving the Antioch citi- 
zens, Metz is looking forward to 
spending more time with his wife, as 
well as his daughter, Ann Greenlee, 
her husband, and his two grandsons, 
Jeff and Michael.

The Des Plaines River (DPR) ' 
Trail will continue its journey 
along the western bank of its 
namesake river at the Ryerson 
Conservation .Area near Lin- 
colnshire following approval of 
a land purchase by the Lake 
County Forest Preserve Board of 
Commissioners at their last 
meeting. 

The Lake County Forest Pre- 
serves purchased 0.32 acres, 
known as the LeBledz parcel, for 
$7,000. The property Is between 
Milwaukee Avenue (Route 21) 
and the Des Plaines River. It is 
part of an effort undertaken by 
the Forest Preserve District in 
1997 to acquire 14 parcels, rang- 
ing in size from 0.1 to 3.7 acres 
and totaling 16.55 acres, to pro- 
vide a route for the DPR trail. In- 
cluding the parcel just purchased, 
the District has acquired six of 
the needed parcels. 

The DPR Trail lands meet 
many of the land acquisition cri- 
teria set forward in successful 



Forest Preserve bond referenda, 
approved by 66 percent of Lake 
County voters in 1999 and 61 per- 
cent of voters in 1993. The pro- 
posed purchases^ will provide a 
route for the planned Greenway 
and extend the southern section 
of the Des Plaines River Trail, the 
backbone of a planned county- 
wide network of over 100 miles'of 
regional trails. 

The purchases also would 
preserve natural woodlands and 
wetlands, provide wildlife habi- 
tat, assist In flood control and add 
to 550 acre Ryerson Woods, the 
Forest Preserves' c ( enter for

In a survey of drivers all over the world, 
the number one concern was driving in wet 
conditions, especially on worn tires. Now, an 
exciting new technology from 
Bridgestone/Firestone, called UNI-TAQ can 
reduce the effects of wear on tire perfor- 
mance.

We oil know there are 
wonderful upsides to 
parenthood. For exam-

4. We are both btondes, married 
to dark-haired husbands, neither of 
whom has shaved off his moustache 
since 1978. 

Over the last few months, we 
have begun doing things together as 
families and we really enjoy their 
company. Even our daughters have 
started to play together. It is almost 
too good to be true. 

Which is why I'm now worried. 
Childhood friendships can be fickle.

credible amount. We get letters 
back from parents stating how ap- 
preciative they are of any amount 
Many come from single-parent 
families, where camp is not a priori- 
ty," KIser said. 

Camp Duncan receives some / 
300 applications a year for coun- 
selors, but only one in three is hired 
to work with the youth, who can be 
up to 18 years old. 

"We have a great degree of hoop 
jumping, background and reference 
checks. They have to be 19-years- 
old, be In college or (Its) equiva- 
lent/' KJser said. 

"Recognizing the different 
needs of children Is critical. Coun- 
selors have to be flexible to the

Kisersaid. 



The wooded campus has 3B 
buildings, cabins, lodges, an Indoor 
pool, archery range and piers. 

Besides residence camps, the 
site is also rented to groups such 
as the recent burn camp held 
there, the American Diabetes As- 
sociation and various medical 
camps.

Duncan, founders wished 
to shape boys' character at camp 



Camp Duncan YMCA traces 
its history to an idea for the site by 
founder Joseph Duncan. 

Julian P. Hargrove, one of the 
early directors, gave this 1926 ac- 
count of the camp's purpose, ac- 
cording to YMCA documents: 

"Joseph S. Duncan, president 
of Addressograph Company, is 
the donor and benefactor of 
Camp Duncan. About six years 
ago Mr. Duncan felt that some- 
thing should be done for the 
working boy and the poor boy of 
the congested West Side (of 
Chicago), so that these boys . 
could have an opportunity to go 
out in the open country for a 
change and growth in character. 

"He suggested that the YMCA 
look for and find a suitable place 
near the city, which could be ac- 
cessible to the needy boy. For a 
time the neighborhood of the Des 
Plaines River, near the Forest Pre- 
serve, was being considered, and 
Mr. Duncan agreed to give $3,000 
for the purchase of several acres, 
but after some thought and care- 
ful consideration, it was felt a site 
on a lake would be more suitable, 
if such a plot could be located 
near enough to Chicago. 

"Duncan was again consult- 
ed and being intensely interested, 
suggested that a very careful sur- 
vey be made of Lake and McHen- 
ry counties, which was done." 

"Sixteen different lakes were 
visited, but nothing was available 
for that amount of money on 
hand, so Duncan advised that we 
look for something around 
$10,000. After looking all fall and 
spring, the site at Fish Lake was 
found in February, 1921. Howev- 
er, during the summer, 1920, 
while we were looking for a suit- 



able site, our first Camp Duncan 
was conducted on Diamond 
Lake, we rented equipment from 
the Oak Park *T Camp. 

"Having a representative 
group of men visit the suggested 
lake on Fish Lake and conferring 
with Duncan, it was thought to be 
the best to lease the Fish Lake 
property, if found to meet the 
needs of the West Side and Ifit 
met the approval of Duncan. 

"A building was purchased 
from the Great Lakes Naval Sta- ■. 
don and transferred to the Fish 
Lake property,* according to (J 
Camp Duncan documents.;': tee*i 
'" ThefirstcarnpatFishLake* 
had accommodations for 75 boys. 
The first permanent camp was 
held in 1921, with 168 boys at- 
tending. Further permission was 
granted to build more buildings, 
an investment of $50,000 was" 
made. The railroad fare for each 
boy was $1.25, which the camp 
"was glad to pay." The menu at 
the time allowed for again of two 
and one-half pounds per camper. 

"You must understand that 
when a boy comes to camp for 
one or more periods, he is in an 
ideal environment as he can be 
placed, that is if he is in the right 
kind of camp and under the right 
kind of leadership, which Is the 
first requisite of Camp Duncan." ( 

In 1928 permanent camp 
buildings were.constructed, with 
14 cabins, waterfront facilities, 
washrooms, staff cabins, a hospi- 
tal site, and others. 

In 1959, the camp became a 
year-round camp serving YMCAs 
of Chicago, church groups or so- 
cial groups. There were 18 differ- 
ent cabins built new, and a winter 
quarters for seven-month use.

lack. Being rich is a beautiful thing 
for these people. Models are flank- 
ing Dr. Bill, trying with all their 
might to seduce him into a pre- 
dictable three-way, but Victor has a 
drug-overdosed hooker named 
Mandy, played by Julienne Davis, in 
his private chambers that needs re- 
suscitation from the good doctor. 

A handsome older man takes 
advantage that Alice is separated 
from her man, and whisks her onto 
the dance floor, knowing she's had 
too much champagne. He whispers 
love poetry In her ear, Usk lisking the 
fact that such a lovely lady should be 
trapped in marriage. 

Reconnecting with her hus- 
band from across the ballroom, Al- 
ice plays up her interest in the 
stranger, and jealousy becomes an 
aphrodisiac. 

Once home, the couple act on 
their sexual frustration, a scene that 
got more air-time on "Entertain- 
ment Tonight" than in the film itself. 
If this was the supposed money 
shot, I want my money back! The 
cut was unnatural, almost as if the 
theater itself did it. 

The film's theme song, "Baby 
did a bad, bad thing," performed by 
Chris Issak, was playing in the back- 
ground then suddenly stopped on a 
weird note, and the scene ended af- 
ter about 10 seconds. For all my sus- 
picions, maybe Kubrick did this to 
make the audience as sexually frus- 
trated as the characters. But he's not 
telling is he? 

After sharing a fat joint, (over- 
done use of drugs) Alice instigates a 
fight with Bill over whether or not 
men act on physical desires alone 
after Bill says the handsome 
stranger wanted to dance with her 
only because she was beautiful. Bill 
confirms that men are physically 
driven and that women act on emo- 
tions rather than sexual desire. 

"God, if you men only knew," 
says Alice, as she recalls a vacation 
to Cape Cod they took where she 
encountered a naval officer who ap- 
parently blew her mind. She would 
have given up everything for even

one night with this man, including 
her marriage and child. 

Bill sits listening on the bed as Ills 
faith in his wife goes down the toilet. 
Just the very thought of her with an- 
other man is enough mental torment 
to lead him into the dark, New York 
underground of sexual deviance for 
some excitement of his own. 

The plot of the movie is utterly 
fascinating, but once played out on- 
screen, it becomes void of emotion, 
and talent for that matter. The scenes 
that are supposed to be shocking and 
prolific are really no more than soft 
pom shots, which haven't qualified 
as art since the early seventies. 

Based on the pure attracdon the- 
ory, who would believe in the first 
place that Alice would fantasize about 
leaving Bill (Cruise) for someone even 
more attractive? That's like saying a 
young Elvis would be just perfect if 
only he swung his pelvis a little more 
to the right Gimme a break! 

Over the course of one evening, 
Bill ventures out into the New York 
night life, seething with pangs of 
jealousy and visions of his wife in . 
the throws of unadulterated passion 
with the fabled naval officer. 

While walking the city streets, 
Bill becomes a target for a group of 
gay- bashing youths who instead of 
beating the crap out of him, just 
taunt him with names. Ukely. He 
rounds the comer and boom — a 
beautiful young hooker looking bet- 
ter than a runway model offers her 
services. He follows her into her 
apartment, but their exchange of af- 
fection is interrupted with a call from 
his wife asking when he'll be home. 

Instead of going home, he looks 
up an old friend, Nick Nightingale 
(Todd Field), from medical school 
who plays piano at a jazz club. Nick 
can't chat for long because he's due 
to play at a secret location. When he 
gets the address and password, he 
tells Bill that he is made to play 
blindfolded, but once caught a 
glimpse of the sexual debauchery 
going on. 

Completely intrigued, Bill begs 
Nick to take him along. When he 
says he cannot, Bill replies that he 



already knows the password and 
will go on his own. This secret soci- 
ety conducts its party in costume 
and mask, so Bill stops at the cos- 
tume shop of an old patient, wakinc 
up the manager to be outfitted. I 
guess in New York anything Is possl- 
ble, even in the middle of the night, 

BUI takes a taxi to the secret lo- 
cation, gives the correct password : 
and enters the realm of the un- 
known where masked men and : 
women are involved In a ritualistic 
orgy. It all sounds much more excit- 
ing than it really is. Most of the 
scenes have been digitally edited to 
escape the "NC-17" rating and well 
it's just plain hokey. 

In a rather convenient conela-' 
tion,J\Ilce dreams that she was part 
of an orgy that included the naval r / 
officer she had fantasized about Bffl 
arrives home to find her laughlngln 
her sleep. When he wakes her up, > 
she tells him she was sleeping with j 
countless men and laughing in hiY, ! 
face as he watched. 

One character Is dreaming of 
infidelity and sexual exploration as 
the other brushes up against the real 
thing, but never truly acts on It. Still, 
it plays with both their minds un- 
mercifully. 

Eyes Wide Shut had great po- 
tential due to. the storyline alone, 
but casting Cruise and Kidman was 
a mistake. They're both drama 
queens, overacting the dry, uninter- 
esting dialogue for all it was worth. 
They delivered their lines as if they'd 
just graduated from Acting 101. And 
if their lackluster chemistry on- 
screen is any indication of their off- 
screen romance, it's no wonder 
they're plagued by so many rumors. 

Kidman takes her clothes off In 
the movie'from the very beginning, 
and after awhile, her overly skinny 
frame just becomes part of the 
scenery. Cruise however, shows 
nary a cheek. How weak to let your 
wife do all the nudity, Tom. 

Throughout the film, Kubrick i 
tries to make a statement about all « 
the dirty little things that go on right 
under our noses, and with peopie 
who could be our neighbors,' our ( 
colleagues, or family: Tt'sliJcehe 
wants to be the divine messenger of ' 
this revelation, but It's not a revela- 
tion. All he's exposing is Kidman's 
flat chest, which anyone could've \ 
guessed was there all along. 

The moral? Better stick to 
what's considered "normal" accord- 
ing to the mainstream. Keep your 
innocence and close your eyes un- 
less you're willing to sacrifice every- 
thing you've ever been taught about 
right and wrong. 

Eyes Wide Shut is Kubrick's last 
film. It will foreverbe associated 
with his name, probably above all 
his other work, which is unfortu- 
nate. At his best, Kubrick was a 
master of thought-provoking sub- 
ject matter, making it hard to be- 
lieve a film that was two years in the 
making could turn out so misguided 
and hollow. 

For this, I give Eyes Wide Shut 
only 2 out of five popcorn boxes. 
Better keep 'em closed.

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Getting Straight 
A's in the 
School of Life 



When I started college at 
age 38, 1 was certain I'd 
have trouble making 
good grades. I wasn't 
exactly an "A" student in high school. 

I found a book titled, "Getting 
Straight A's." I bought and read Che 
book and graduated with honors. I 
discovered there were strategies 
and tactics I could use to improve 
my chances for academic success. 
For example, the book recom- 
mended sitting in the front row, 
never missing class, completing all 
assignments before class, taking 
good notes, starting early and work- 
ing hard. Using these tips added a 
full point to my GPA. 

Now I wonder why no one has 
written a book on getting Straight 
A's in life. Maybe someone will. 
However, until someone does, here 
are a few thoughts for improving 
your GPA in life. I've divided these 
tips into two categories of "Do's 
and Don'ts." 



Do's 

•Action. In the game of life there 
are two main teams: "Doers" and 
"Talkers." Shakespeare said, "Ac- 
tion is eloquence." Much of the joy 
of success comes in doing, not in 
the talking. Find what you love to 
do, and do it with all your might. 
•Attitude. You've heard it before, 
but it's worth repeating. Your atti- 
tude determines your altitude, lati- 
tude and longitude. In other words, 
how high and how far you go in this 
life is decided by the attitude you 
take with you every day. 
• Ability. Ability is not inherited, 
God-given or purchased. It is de- 
veloped one small detail at a time. 
Ability begins with a desire to learn 
and achieve, and ends on this earth 
with death. In between you sharp- 
en the tools you have while contin- 
ually acquiring new tools (skills). 
•Advice. Straight-A students learn ' 
to listen to good advice. Proverbs 
1:5 says, "A wise man will learn, and 
will increase learning...." There are 
two problems with advice. First, 
the advice we most often need, we 
choose not to heed, and second, 
most people would rather talk to a 
wise person than listen to one. 
•Abstinence. To abstain, means 
to deny oneself or to do without. I 
believe there are areas of life where 
abstinence — or at the very least 
1 moderation— can contribute great- 
; J|y to our success. Here are some ar- 
eas where abstinence is best: Alco- 
hol, drugs, tobacco, promiscuous 
sex, negative thinking, anger, lying, 
stealing and cheating. I'd recom- 
mend moderation in the areas of 
"* spending, television, eating and 
talking. 

•Advancement Seek improve- 
ment.

Many establishments also upset 
about new special events

Tavern owners in unincorporat- 
ed Lake County are hoping to get 
14,000 petition signatures in an effort 
to get the County Board to reconsid- 
er the new bar hours and other 
changes in the county's Uquor.ordi- 
. nance. ■ 

Many bar owners, are upset 
about a liquor ordinance change that 
took effect July, 1, requiring bars to 
close by 1 a.m. on weekdays and 2 
a.m. on weekends. Bars were previ- 
ously able to stay open until 2 am 



on weekdays and 3 a.m. on week- 
ends. 

Bill Kent, owner of JukeBox Sat- 
urday Night in Ingleside, said taverns 
in unincorporated areas are circulat- 
ing petitions to get the hours of op- 
eration changed back. 
• "We've got about 7,000 petitions 
now and we're going to get more," 
Kent said. He said tavern owners 
hope to get at least 14,000 petitions 
to present, to the County Board: 

Kent said some establishments 
are even considering lawsuits against 
the county over the changes, which 
he says were done without any input 



from the tavern owners or the public. 

"TTiey never gaveTus^ariy notice* 
: (of the changes),", Kent said. "It was a 
kangaroo court" 

• Adding fuel to the fire were new- 
ly adopted changes limiting the num- 
ber of outdoor "events of public in- 
terest" to five a year. On July 8, Coun- 
ty Board Chairman Jim LaBelle sent a 
letter to liquor holders about the new 
special events policies,- which were 
adopted by the commission June 29. 

In addition to limiting the num- 
ber of events of outdoor special 
events to five per year, the new poli- . 
cies also limit events featuring out- 
door music to no more than four 
hours and only between the hours of 
noon and 9 p.m.

Innovative 
program wins 
Lake County 
national health 
award

grab a bite to eat, you generally as- 
sume the place will be dean, the 
food's going to be hot and you're not

illness. 

Most people are probablyaware 
that the places they go to eat lunch 
and dinner are inspected, by the 
county health department. But Lake 
County is taking a unique approach 
to Its food inspection efforts— and 
one that's gaining national recogni- 
tion. 

"It started out as an experimental 

project We had to get the state health 
department to approve it We operate 
very differently than the rest of the 
state because.our program is educa- 
tion-oriented rather than regulatory 
oriented," said Colin Thacker, direc- 
tor, of environmental health for the 
Lake County Health Department

Until recent years, the inspection 
process for food establishments In 
Lake County was similar to what was 
done In most areas of the state. About 
twice a year, health inspectors would 
conduct unannounced or "surprise" 
visits of restaurants and food estab- 
lishments considered to be at medium 
or high risk for food-borne outbreaks. 
A report would be written, the facility 
would be graded for overall health and 
cleanliness and then would be re- 
quired to correct the violations. In ex- 
treme cases, a restaurant's license 
could be suspended or revoked. 

That process was changed five 
years ago when Lake County estab- 
lished a newprogram for food inspec- 
tions. The health department stopped 
doing surprise inspections and start- 
ing conducting announced visits at es- 
tablishments, by appointment. There 
are about 2,500 food service providers 
In Lake County licensed through the 
health department. 

The primary focus of the new pro- 
gram became one of educating the 
food service preparers, versus the pre- 
vious more hard-line approach, ac- 
cording to Thacker. 

"The old program Was adversari- 
al. We would go in, conduct an in- 
spection, write a report and say 'fix it". 
The new program is not adversarial," 
he said. 

That does not mean the health de- 



partment won't do surprise inspec- 
tions, or won't crack down on facilities 
that violate health codes, according to 
Thacker. 

Thacker said the. health depart- 
ment will conduct unannounced vis- 
its upon receiving a customer com- 
plaint of a violation at a restaurant, 
such as raw meat being served. Regu- 
lar announced inspections are also 
conducted twice a year. The health de- 
partment still has the power to hold 
hearings and suspend or revoke a food 
establishment's license for serious vi- 
olations found during a surprise or 
announced visit 

However, Thacker said the em- 
phasis of Lake County's program is 
different than in the past. The goal is 
to educate food service personnel on 
the proper methods of food handling 
and preparation. During regular in- 
spections, health inspection person- 
nel educate restaurant workers on the 
factors which contribute to food bome 
illnesses and the employees are then 
tested on what they learn. 

The program has been a success, 
according to Thacker. "The number of 
food bome outbreaks is literally going 
down in Lake County. Under the old 
system, it was really difficult to measure 
anything other than scores," he said. 

There are several major factors 
which cause food bome illnesses, ac- 
cording to Thacker, The major factor 



is temperature because foods are 
more susceptible to bacterial contam- 
ination if not kept at the right temper- 
ature. Hot foods need to be served 
above a certain temperature, 140 de- 
grees, and cold foods such as dairy 
products need to be kept below cer- 
tain temperatures, 41 degrees. 

Other factors that can contribute 
to food bome illnesses are cross cont- 
amination of meat products (i.e., us- 
ing the same cutting board for beef 
and chicken), lack of hand washing or 
poor hygienic practices. 

Thacker said the health depart- 
ment considers those violations, par- 
ticularly proper heating of food, very 
serious in the inspection process. 

Under the previous guidelines es-. 
toblished by the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration, which most local health de- 
partments still foDow, otherfactors were 
given greater weight such as the cleanli- 
ness of a restaurant's floors, he said 

"I've been in the business for 34 
years and I've never known of a single 
food borne outbreak that was caused 
by dirty floors. It was the No. 1 viola- 
don before we changed (our method 
of inspection)." 

Last week, the Lake County 
Health Department received a nation- 
al award for its food inspection efforts. 
The department was awarded the 
prestigious Samuel I. Crum bine award 
in Nashville, Tenn. 



OWNERS: Bars upset over hours changes 



Many tavern owners say limiting 
the number of outdoor events to five 
is unfair and is hurting their ability to 
make a living during the summer 
months when they get much of their 
tourism business. 

However, County Board mem- 
ber Diana O'Kelly (R-Mundelein), 
who serves on the liquor commis- 
sion, said the changes in the liquor 
ordinance were prompted by the 
large number of complaints the 
commission was receiving from 
residents who live near certain 
bars. 

"We thought there were definite 
abuses of the intent of the ordinance 
and we felt we had to limit the num- 
ber of (events) because of these 
abuse and the complaints of neigh- 
bors," said 0"KeIly. 

0"Kellysaid many residents who 
live near neighborhood bars have 
complained about excessive noise 
from rock concerts and other out- 
door events, and therefore the com- 
mission felt there needed to be some 
type of limit to the number of events 



that could be held. 

Regarding bar closing times, 
O'Kelly said the county felt it was im- 
portant to lower bar hours in unin- 
corporated areas because of pom- 
plaints of people bar jumping late at 
night and to help reduce drinking 
and driving 

"We have to be fair (to the busi- 
nesses), but we also have to protect 
people from the county, whether it's 
drunks on the road, or blaring music 
in the neighborhood all weekend 
long," she said. 

Kent, however, disputes the 
charge that there was a lot of bar 
jumping before the new hours took 
effect. "There used to be no bar 
jumping. People would stay to 3 a.m. 
when the bar closed. Now, they're 
staying until 2 o'clock and going to a 
village bar that stays open until 2 
a.m.," he said. 

Larry Phillips owns Electric Har- 
bor, a bar and marina in unincorpo- 
rated Lake Villa. He said many tav- 
ern owners are more upset about the 
new special events provisions than 



the bar hours. 

Last summer, starting about July 
4, his business started hosting musi- 
cal entertainment on the bar's out- 
door gazebo Saturdays and Sundays 
during the summer months. He had 
hoped to hold events on the week- 
ends this year, but with the new re- 
strictions, he is only allowed to hold 
five events this year. He has already 
used two of those so far. 

Phillips said not being allowed to 
have a band costs him $1,500 a week, 
which is a net loss of $55,000 during 
his busiest months. 

Many taverns already had bands 
booked in advance and have since 
been forced to cancel them because 
of the new special events policies, ac- 
cording to Phillips. 

Phillips said he knows of seven 
bar owners who are planning to 
file suit against the county over 
the liquor ordinance changes. 
However, Phillips said he wants to 
maintain a good relationship with 
the county and doesn't plan any 
legal action.

Survey to determine pool interest 

Wauconda— The nearly three-decade wait for some pool 
supporters in Wauconda may soon be over. 

Wauconda Park District passed a resolution at a board 
meeting Tuesday concerning working with the pool foun- 
dation, a group of citizens. 

"We are proud of the efforts of the pool foundation. We are

Inspector at Zion plant becomes law 

Zlon— Governor George Ryan signed legislation, spon- 
sored by State Representative Tim Osmond, providing state 
inspectors access to closed nuclear power plants. 

According to Osmond (R-62 Antioch) the legislation is vi- 
tal In preventing a post operational nuclear disaster in our 
community and statewide. 

Under the new law the state can assign an inspector to 
any nuclear power plant that has ceased operation. The in- 
spector would have the same access to the plant as the Nu- 
clear Regulatory Commission (NRC), but would not have to 
live on the premises. The inspector would identify deficien- 
cies at the plant and make sure they are corrected. y 

"The Zion Nuclear Power Plant may be closed, but that 
does not mean all danger has ceased," said Osmond. "We 
have seen in past disasters the damage nuclear power is capa- 
ble of. With this new law the state can ensure regulation of 
closed nuclear plants that will help prevent potential cata- 
strophe." 

Park district receives grant 

Gurnee— Officials from the Gurnee Park District an- 
nounced that the park district will receive $100,000 in state 
funding to help upgrade three neighborhood playgrounds in 
Gumee. 

Westgate, Kings, and Gowe Memorial parks will be the 
recipients of new playground equipment. 

"These improvements will allow the park district to make 
sure that the playgrounds meet the new.consumer guideline 
standards and Americans with Disabilities Act accessibility by 
updating old equipment,'' said officials in a prepared state- 
ment "The park board is very pleased to have been the recipi- 
ent of this funding as it will save the taxpayers money." 

Under the park district's three-year capital projects plan, 
the three sites were unable to be funded due to shortage of 
t funds. With the $100,000 grant, the park district will be able to 
make the improvements. 

Fremont library receives; grants

lucky recipient of $150,000 between two grants last week.

Rte 41 morphing 
to major status 

y^^ nee upon a time, Rte. 41 (Skokie Hwy.) was the Queen 
m \ Bee of the northern Illinois highway transportation, 
I 1 an ultra-modern corridor of four lanes of limited ac- 
\*-^ cess concrete with a landscaped median providing a 
high speed north-south link. That was a half century ago. 

Today, more than five decades of use and abuse have taken 
a heavy toll on Rte. 41. Stretches of the roadway, particularly in 
Lake County, have been reduced to virtual frontage road status. 
In north Cook County, where the highway was known as Lin- 
coln Ave., parts of Rte. 41 don't even exist anymore. On a na- 
tional scale, famous Rte. 66, and Rte. 41 share a kinship of be- 
ing shoved aside when the U.S. interstate system came into be- 
ing following World War II. When the Northern Illinois Tollway 
opened, Skokie's prime position ended. 

Now, Rte. 41 is back in the limelight again, in a back-hand- 
ed way. The venerable stretch through Lake County has be- 
come popular with truckers as a bypass to the final toll booth 
on 1-294 for northbound traffic. This practice is unpopular with 
both residents and tollway authorities who plan to consider ex- 
tention of I-Pass service at the Rosecrans toll booth to regain 
lost revenue. Another consequence of the heavier use of "Old 
Skokie" is increased traffic accidents and fatalities. Like all ma- 
jor Lake County thoroughfares, Rte. 41 is experiencing ever in- 
creasing traffic loads. 

State Rep. Susan Garrett (D-lake Forest) has been pushing 
for increased safety measures on Rte. 41. In addition, she's ' 
drafting legislation to secure $2 million to upgrade truck weigh 
stations at Rosecrans and Wadsworth Rcls. In her enthusiasm 
for Rte. 41 improvements, Garrett wants to require trucks to 
use only the right-hand lane of Rte. 41. That seems totally im- 
practical. 

Opinion is varied on how Rte. 41 should be improved. On 
one point there ought to be agreement: getting the rockin' and 
rollin' 18-wheelers back on the toll way where they belong with 
the rest of the through traffic. 

Dinosaur system 
bites the dust 

Everything is against Mayor Ralph Davis in trying to hold 
on to his job with full-time pay— council politics, ac- 
cepted municipal practice, economics, efficiency, and 
maybe even public opinion. 
Davis desperately wants to hang on to the $40,000 a year 
salary as full-time mayor of Round Lake Beach, the last Lake 
County municipality with the exception of Waukegan to have a 
full-time elected chief executive. The council voted 5-1 to cut 
the mayor's pay to $15,000 effective with the next mayoral elec- 
tion in 2001 in accordance with state statutes. 

The Round Lake Beach board majority has a record of ad- 
vocating more professional management in line with nearly 
every other county municipality that has moved to install a sys- 
tem of career administrators to handle managerial duties. The 
elected mayor and trustees (or aldermen in some cases) set , 
policy. Compensation policies vary from token recognition to a 
rough equivalency of time expended. But in no way is any 
mayor compensated in an amount regarded as full-time pay 
with the exception ofWaukegan and, until now, Round Lake 
Beach. The City of North Chicago was the most recent munici- 
pality to end the system of mayor with full-time pay as chief 
i administrator. 

Davis has vowed to veto the salary reduction, but he will be 
fighting a losing battle. Round Lake Beach, west Lake County's 
largest municipality in population, wants to get in tune with 
the times and there will be no turning back now.

Billions in surplus are not enough for George 




In the great tradition of Clin- 
ton's "Middle tax Cut" which 
became the largest tax hike in 
our history, George Ryan has 
broken numerous written pledges 
and given us one of the largest tax 
hikes in Illinois history.

This can be accomplished at 
the centrally located Grayslake site, 
not at an abandoned shopping mall 
that might not be redeveloped. The 
. local newspapers should tell the res- 
idents of Lake County who the in- 
vestors are, has the developer any 
experience in higher education fa- 
. cilities and has the developer ever 
renovated a site this large? When 
does commuter service start at Uni- 
versity Station and are any of the 
players in the Lakehurst site politi- 
cally connected that would create 
conflicts of interest?

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Geo-Raris 
creates law 
from citizen 



suggestion 

What started as the idea of an 
ordinary citizen is now state law, 
according to state Senator Adeline 
Geo-Karis. A Zion resident's idea for 
a new state Jaw gained approval of 
the Governor, Friday. 

Senate Bill 84 requires drivers to 
use their headlights from sunset to 
sunrise, Zion's Bill Dermody sug- 
gested the law after he realized that 
current statues leave one half-hour 
each morning and evening where 
drivers are at risk for causing an 
accident, but are in compliance 
with the law even without their 
headlights. 

"It's admirable when a citizen 
like Dermody sees a problem with 
the law and sets out to fix it," said 
Geo-Karis (R-Zion)."I was happy to 
help him by taking the idea to 
Springfield and am even happier to 
see his idea become law. This will 
certainly help citizens across the 
state by making cars more visible 
during dusk and dawn hours." 

Current law requires headlights 
from one half-hour after sunset to 
one half-hour before sunrise. Senate 
Bill 84 will take effect Jan. 1, 2000, 
requiring drivers to use headlights 
from the moment it starts to turn 
dark in the evening until the sun has 
risen in the morning. 

Another measure sponsored by 
Senator Geo-Karis was also signed 
into law. Senate BUI 1076 makes sure 
the state continues to have inspec- 
tion authority at the closed Zion 
Nuclear Power Plant by allowing the 
state to assign an inspector to any 
nuclear, power, plant that has per- , 
. inancriily. ceased operations. i ,

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New vision implants debut in Gurnee 



Removable rings used to correct 
nearsightedness, myopia 



The latest technique in 
vision correction has 
arrived in Gurnee. Wal- 
ter Fried, Ph.D., M.D., 
recently became the first doctor 
in Illinois, and among one of the 
first in the country, to offer in- 
tracorneal rings, i.e., vision cor- 
rection implants, to treat my- 
opia, or nearsightedness. 

Approved in April by the 
Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) under the trade name In- 
tacs, the vision implants are 
tiny, clear crescents that reshape 
the cornea, improving vision. 
Located at 3477 Grand Av- 
enue, Dr. Fried's practice is one 
of six Chicagoland facilities to 
offer the intracorneal rings. Oth- 
er facilities will offer the proce- 
dure as doctors are trained. 

Intacs are precision-engi- 
neered crescents that, once in- 
serted, are about as unde- 
tectable to other people as a 
contact lens. They are designed 
to flatten the cornea of a myopic 
eye so that light rays are correct- 
ly focused on the retina. 

The treatment takes about 15 
minutes and is usually per- 
formed under a topical eye drop 
anesthetic. 

"Following the procedure, 
patients see better than they 
ever have in years. Plus, they 
have comfort in knowing that 
the Intacs can always be re- 
moved if they change their 
minds," Fried said. He also not- 
ed that the intracorneal rings' are 
the first FDA-approved non- 
laser approach to surgically treat 
myopia and the first to be de- * 
signed especially for people in 
the mild to moderate range (in 
medical terms, -1.0 to -3.5 
diopters of correction). 

According to some industry 
experts, more than one million 
corrective laser vision proce- 



dures will be performed in the 
U.S. this year. The boom is ex- 
pected to continue skyrocketing 
well into the next century. 

"Now the introduction of vi- 
sion implants will further con- 
tribute to that growth. They give 
people the possibility for correc- 
tion without having to make a 
permanent choice with their 
eyes," said Fried. 

Since 1977, Dr. Fried has 
been practicing in the North 
Lake County area. He opened his 
private practice in Gurnee in 
1979, and has been at his current 
location since 1984. Dr. Fried 
specializes in small-incision 
cataract surgery with intraocular 
lens implantation, and refractive 
surgical procedures, including 
excimer laser correction of near- 
sightedness and astigmatism. 

Dr. Fried earned both his 
Ph.D. in physics and medical de- 
gree at the University of Miami 
in Florida. He completed his 
medical training in Chicago 
through an internship at 
Michael Reese Hospital and an 
ophthalmic residency at the 
University of Illinois Eye and Ear 
Infirmary. He has written nu- 
merous scientific/medical re- 
search papers on physics, med- 
ical instrumentation and clinical 
ophthalmology. He holds a 
patent on an ophthalmic surgi- 
cal microscope. 

A board-certified ophthal- 
mologist of the American Board 
of Ophthalmology, Dr. Fried also 
is a Fellow of the American Med- 
ical Association; Lake County 
Medical Society; and the Optical 
Society of America. In addition, 
he has served as a clinical assis- 
tant professor of ophthalmology 
at the University of Illinois Eye 
and Ear Infirmary and is a clini- 
cal assistant professor of surgery 
at Chicago Medical School.

Dental organization 
supports oral piercing laws 



The Chicago Dental Society 
strongly supports legislation at the 
state and local levels that establish 
guidelines regarding oral piercing, 
including the requirement that 
minors (those younger than 18 
years old) must have parental con- 
sent before undergoing oral pierc- 
ing procedures. 

Oral piercing is a relatively 
new fad that includes the punc- 
ture of cheek's, lips and tongue to 
place silver or gold jewelry for or- 
namental decoration. The tongue 
usually is pierced in the middle 
front with a temporary device that 
is inserted to allow for swelling 
during the three-to five week heal- 
ing period. Permanent jewelry is 
placed and worn constantly after 
this period. 

"A body piercing essentially is 
a surgical procedure, but there are 
no training schools or certification 
standards for piercers," says Ten! 
Tiersky. DDS, JD, a general dentist 
who practices In Chicago. "Law- 
makers are now beginning to cre- 
ate laws that address the health 
concerns of oral piercing, includ- 
ing hygiene standards. The proce- 
dure typically is performed in tat- 
too parlors, hair and nail salons, 
music concerts, and in the homes 
of individuals with tittle or no 
training. Piercings are done with- 
out anesthetics, since only a den- 
tist, physician or podiatrist can 
prescribe and administer anes- 
thetics." 

In Chicago, Alderman Eugene 
Schulter (47th ward) was forward- 
ed a city ordinance through the 
Committee on License and Con- 
sumer Protection that would regu- 
late oral piercing. Though the or- 
dinance awaits City Council ac- 
tion, it is a step in the right direc- 
tion. 

"We strongly support the ef- 
forts of Alderman Schulter and the 




members of the License and Con- 
sumer Protection Committee," 
says Dr. Tiersky. She testified In 
support of an ordinance regulating 
piercing before the committee. 
"This is a serious issue. Most den- 
tists have patients with oral pierc- 
ings. We see the damage when 
things go wrong." 

Piercing of the tongue, lips, 
cheeks or any other oral site car- 
ries serious risk of infection be- 
cause the mouth has so many bac- 
teria. The tongue can swell, ob- 
structing breathing and making 
swallowing difficult. Speech im- 
pairment, nerve damage, eating 
difficulties, and metal allergies are 
other long-term possibilities with 
any kind of mouth piercing. Inad- 
vertently biting down on a metal 
stud in the tongue can damage 
teeth. 

When the tongue is involved, 
there Is the risk of blood clots that 
may produce life-threatening 
strokes. Other complications asso- 
ciated with oral piercings include 
aspirated (swallowed) jewelry, 
broken teeth, blood poisoning, 
diseases spread through the use of 
unsanitary piercing needles such 
hepatitis, keloid scars, nerve dam- 
age and numbness at the pierced 
site, prolonged or permanent 
drooling, altered speech, a dam- 
aged sense of taste, toxic shock', 
and enlarged lips. 

Several bills are pending be- 
fore the Illinois General Assembly 
including one from state Sen. Kirk 
Dillard (R-Hinsdale) that slow 
would require permission from 
parents. 

"Every state and metropolitan 
area will grapple with this issue in 
the very near future If they haven't 
already," says Dr. Tiersky.

"Frequent injuries include 
sprains, strains and broken bones. 
Some children suffer from head, 
neck and spinal injuries including 
paralysis and death," Sue Sorge, RN, 
Trauma and Injury Prevention man- 
ager at Children's Hospital, said. 

The number of trampoline-re- 
lated injuries has increased in recent 
years with a 140 percent increase 
from 1990 to 1996. In 1996, more 
than 83,000 people received treat;

Most trampoline-related in- 
juries in the U.S. occur on home 
trampolines, Sorge said. Many hap- 
pen whin more than one person is 
on the trampoline.

"Make it a family rule not to use 
trampolines,". Sorge said. "Talk with 
your children about the serious safe- 
ty issues related to trampolines."

ior training with the child. Again, 
like I always say, behavior train- 
ing needs to be handled In the 
office with a professional and not 
in a column. 

If not medical, this Is a behav- 
ior like any other behavior. At 4 
years old, most kids are pretty 
verbal and do understand verbal 
directions (even if they have se- 
lective hearing and don't want to 
listen all the time.) Behavioral 
training usually involves rewards 
for the behavior you want to see 
and deterrents for the behavior 
you don't want to see. 

Now, what constitutes re- 
wards and deterrents or punish- 
ments will need to be decided 
personally, either by you and 
your spouse, or by you, your 
spouse and therapist. If you do 
this, keep it appropriate. Don't 
go overboard. I will say that I 
don't think that it is a catastroph- 
ic type of problem and if you 
calmly let your child know, re- 
peatedly over a period of time, 
that you don't accept it and di- 
vert the child's attention to 
something better, he will more 
than likely stop. If you make a 
huge deal out of it and give the 
child a lot of attention for that 
behavior every time it is happen- 
ing, it probably will not stop hap- 
pening. You may actually be 
feeding more into It by overreact- 
ing than by leaving it be. 

I have a great story for you 
that will make you laugh and also 
make you feel better about the 
problem at hand. It will make 
you feel better because no one 
could top the level of embarrass- 
ment that this one caused! 

When I was about 7-years- 
old, my sister was 5 and we all 
went to WGN.to see "Bozo's Cir- 
cus." We were so excited to see 
this show. We waited in line and 
finally got to our seats. When we 
were all settled, my younger sis- 



ter went to work on something 
that she had practiced and 
honed into a skill to behold. She 
would suck her thumb, but In a 
way you hhve probably never ex- 
perienced. 

She had long hair and would 
take a strand of hair from each 
side of her head and stick it up 
the corresponding nostril on that 
side, while sucking her thumb. 
So, to look at her from the front, 
she looked like a 5-year-old girl 
with a mustache. Well, my par- . 
ents had been trying to stop her 
from doing this for a while, but 
for some reason, it was very en- 
joyable to her. 

After my sister had been do- 
ing this for a while, my mother 
glanced over and noticed. that a 
cameraman had noticed my 
sister arid thought it was the 
cutest thing he had ever seen 
and zoomed the camera in on 
my family and my sister. Some 
of my parents' friends were 
aware that we were there that 
day and later told us that they 
had never had such a laugh in 
their lives. 

Needless to say, the next day, 
my sister's hair was cut short. 
Unfortunately, since we were the 
family that did everything to- ' 
gether, I also had to get mine cut 
short tool How unfair! Hope this 
story helps you put things in per- 
spective.
